Havana, Nov. 2."..— Tlio uiicxi}t'(ti'(l 
arrival ht>ro of Captain Gcuoral \Vt ylcr 
from tho province of Pinar del Rio 
without haTing been snocessfal in 
bringing aboat an engagement of any 
importance with the inBurgeiits under 
Antonio Maceo Is cansin^ comment 
lierc and tlion- arc many rumors in cir- 
culation. On one sidi' it i.s as.scrted that 
Weyler's rotnru moans that he \rill 
■hortly retnru to Spain on Bome plea or 
another. Offloially, howerer, this is 
denied. The impression prevails, how- 
ever, that there will sliortly be imixirt- 
ant cliaiitrcs \vri'. 

In an interview the captain general 
was aski (1 for an expression of oi)inion 
a.s to tlie course of the campaign and he 
said: "I am contented witli it. We 
entered Rulii, hoping; to K've battle to 
the coinliined iiista-Kent.s' forci s, and 
yna know the result. Tliey went south- 
ward, iinicli to our re.irret. Macco him- 
self went toward Riocurriyas, Mayari 
and C'orojal da Yani^ruas. Neverthe- 
less, our columns, in two divisions, ar- 
rived without nrin^r a single sliot and 
only saw a band of about I'lO insur;;ent.-i 
in the woods near fc'an Luis." 

The captain Kt nerul \vas then asked 
if ho knew the wherabout.s of Antonio 
Macco at present. He answered : "llis 
wliereabouts is not known. The tmtii 
is that the insurprents wen^ not found in 
the mountains nor on ilu' pl.iiiK N t vi r- 
theless they boast that our timips al- 
ways fly befon^ them." 

"When will you return?" asked the 
oorrespondeut. 

The captain general smiled and paid : 
"I can never say what 1 shall do. Gen- 
eral Muuoz will take charge of the di- 
vision as soon as bis health is re^estab- 
lished." 

The captain general also took the op- 
portunity to warmly praise (icnerals 
Mnnoz, Eschagua, ObriKcon, Bernal, 
AgrilnrSt Snares, Ynclan, Hernandez 
•ndVelasca 

In insnrgent circles it is said that 
their leaders daim that the retaru of 
the caption general to Havana without 
bringing about an engagement with 
Ifsoeo is equivalent to a d«f sat of the 
Bnnish forces, for the latter hare com- 
pletely failed to carry out the program 
mapped out by the Spanish commander, 
ana he has returned here in every way 
unsuccessful. 

It is asserted that the plan of Maceo 
was to avoid a general enf^agement with 
the Spanish troops, as ho feels confident 
that the wearisome campaign bi-ing 
conducted by the Cabaiis most ultimate- 
Iv exhaust the Spaniardo ud bring about 
tlie concessions of all or nearly all the 
demands of the iusorgcnts. 

C0MPgTlf0R~PRI80NmS. 

Xo Report Made of Tin ii Trial to the 
State Depart iiH'iit. 

Wasuixgton, Nov. 25.— The state 
department has received absolutely no 
inf cnnation of any kind from Havana 
or elsewhere concerninK tho report tliat 
the Competitor jirisoners have bieen tried 
in Moro castle by a secit t and suiiiiiiary 
courtmartial. Under tlu-se circuni- 
stanci s no statement will be made at 
the department concerning the report, 
but in view of the plain provisions of 
our treatv and also of the dear require- 
ments of the domestio laws of Spain, 
the officials are loath to beUenre that the 
report is correct. 

It is pointed out that under the law 
for public order promulgated in Ha- 
vaiui some months ago it is absolutely 
essential that counsel shall be allowed 
to ])risoners on trial, and that there 
shall be no secrecy in proceedings. 

Under the protocol of our treaty with 
Spain tliere is likt'wise a provision for 
publicity in trials and for full rei)re8eu- 
tation of aceusi'd by counsel. It is be- 
lieved ill view of these provisions of 
law that the authontii's at Havana 
would not make such a flaj^rant b w oh 
of law as the report allef,'es. 

Fiiiiii farther inipiiries it is apparent 
thai tlie reports concerning' tin; Com- 
pel itor's juisoners are at least dased on 
a niiKe( iiiee])tion of tlli' nature of tlie 
present pn Kt cdinKS. They have not 
yet been pku'ed on trial in the Keninal 
sense of the word, the facts bein^ that 
the Spanish authorities are inakin>.' an 
examination of the Connx titor ca.ses 
similar to that provided for under our 
paiid jury system, tliat is, a SOTt Of pre- 
lim inai-y examination. 

RThe consuls and vice con.suls of Spain 
this country are investi^:utin>^ the 
claims of the per.-ons arrested to Ameri- 
can citizenship. For instance, one of 
the men claims to he a resident of Kan- 
sas and ilie consul for tliat district is eu- 
gaKcd in an in<iuiry as to his citizeusliip, 
either by birth or naturalization. 

From' Spanish sources it is learned 
that there is no intention of dealing 
with the Competitor prisoners in a ham 
or uniust manner.

LURcD TO HER DEATH. 

A Girl KlUod hy Rar Betrayer, Who Then 

Kills Iliiimi-ir. 

Ixni.w M'fU.is, Nov. — The dead 
b( (lies of liirman Meyers and Nora A. 
Ricliardsou were found lying on tho 
ground in front of a vacant house on 
Downey street yesterday morning. 
Each was lying in a pool of blood. A 
revolver was lyinp beside the corjise of 
Meyers. Two gaping wounds in the 
girl's back and one in her breast told 
tho story of a murder, while a hole in 
Meyers' left temple indicated that he 
had kilh'd himself after taking the girl's 
Ufe. 

Little ia known of tho couple, but 
from letters found on Meyers' bfxly it is 
ai>parent that he had promised to marry 
tlie girl. All of the letters begged 
Meyers to make his promise good before 
her shame should become known. The 
letter of most recent date threatened 
him with prosecutitai if he did not 
speedily make good his word. It is sup- 
posed tnat thev met Monday, night and 
that the tragedy was th« outcome of a 
quarrel. 

Tho girl, the polioe found, was the 
only rlaughter oi a well-to-do farmer 
living live mile northwest of the dty. 
How the couple came to bo in the dis- 
tant .md lonely part of the dty where 
the trujjedy (Kcurred is a mystery, the 
only exp.anatiou being that Meyers 
Inred her there for the pnqwse of ninr- 
dcrin;; I'.er. 

NEBRASKA BANKS BURGLARIZED.

BuAiXAHU, Neb., Nov. 25. — In the lost 
40 days 86 banks in eastern and south'

Slat- 
tery and his wife waited in the church 
until the crowd began to disperse*. A 
guard of 25 policemen then escorted the 
fonple to a cab that was in waiting. 
Then t!ie cabman laslud his hors:^ 
and attempted to break away through 
the mob. 

Orders in the meantime had b« en is- 
sued for the police reserves who came. 
double-([uick to the scene of trouble. 
As many as ;!, 000 or 4,v.)00 peo])le were 
Still massed U)gether, the most of them 
with the sole purpose in view of reaeli- 
ing S:attery. It was a struggling, 
huwlinj: mob and the ex-priest tlrew a 
revolver. A shower of stones and other 
missih s greeted this action and until 
the end of his perilous journey Slattei y 
was in danger from frequent attacks of 
this nature. 

Slattery and his wife had just got 
safely aboard a train bound for New 
York when the crowd began to pour in- 
to the building. It was impossible then 
to do the ex- priest any harm aa almost 
immediately the train steamed away.

Bryan was the prin<-ipal spe.ik- r at tho 
exerci.se commemorating tli'' '^otli mini- 
versary of the admission of Colorado as 
a state, held last night in the Central 
Presbyterian church. The edifice, one 
of til ' largest in the city, was crowded 
in every part by a ina;:iiilic' nt audii'iice. 
The t lit ranee of Mr. I'.ryan was the sig- 
nal for prolonged applause and the 
waving of iiandkercliiefs. 

Pri'ci'ding Mr. Bryan's speech were 
introductory remarks by Hon. ('harles 
S. Thomas. Congressman .John F. Hhat- 
roth, {Governor Mclntyre and the 
"Brvaji .Marselhii.'-e" was sung by Mrs. 
W. W. Grant and the clioir. 

At the close of Mr. Bryan's speech 
the H<m. Henry M. Teller, in respond- 
ing to a call for a speech, pledged him- 
solf in a few remarks, in cose of his re- 
election to continue in his efforts in the 
cause of silver. 

When Mr. Bryan was introduced he 
was again greeted with cht^ors and long 
contiinied applause.
